We  feel  very  strongly  that  the  Collector,  to  get  the  fullest  value 
and  satisfaction  from  his  coins,  must  bring  both  knowledge  and  imagination  to  bear 
on  his  acquisitions.  To  this  end  we  have  tried  to  publish  material  that  wrill  be  interesting 
and  informative.  Many  of  you  have  written  us  in  praise  of  our  efforts  and  for  this 
moral  support  we  are  most  grateful.  The  Numismatic  Review'  continues  as  before,  v'ith 
your  support.  We  will  continue  to  list  coins  and  do  our  best  to  bring  you  reading 
material  that  will  help  you  understand  your  coins,  or  perhaps  open  up  new  avenues  of 
collecting  for  you. 

There  are  a few  other  small  details  about  the  Numismatic  Review  that  might  be 
mentioned.  You  will  note  that  the  page  numbering  begins  again  with  1 and  will  continue 
in  sequence  throughout  the  year.  This  also  applies  to  our  listing  of  coins.  To  avoid 
confusion  when  you  order,  please  include  the  page  as  well  as  the  numerical  designation 
of  the  coins  you  want.  Rather  than  continue  to  number  the  Numismatic  Review  as  we 
did  the  Fixed  Price  List,  wre  have  decided  to  adopt  a new  system.  You  will  note  that 
this  issue  is  Volume  I,  Number  1,  of  January,  1960. 

In  preparing  our  lists  of  coins  we  always  try  to  include  something  for  everybody. 
The  success  of  this  effort  depends,  of  course,  on  what  we  have  in  stock.  Remember 
that  the  availability  of  fine  coins  depends  directly  on  our  opportunities  to  acquire  them. 
If  you  have  anything  to  sell,  if  some  series  no  longer  interests  you,  let  us  know.  We 
pay  in  accordance  with  the  current  market. 

The  first  issue  of  the  Numismatic  Review  is  distinguished  by  another  interesting 
article  by  Prince  Schwarzenberg  of  Vienna.  On  this  occasion  he  discusses  the  Heraldic 
aspect  of  coin  design.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  bring  together  a large  group 
of  German  Talers  by  way  of  giving  support  to  his  comments.  The  Italian  Portrait 
Testone,  while  limited  in  number,  contain  many  attractive  pieces.  For  the  first  time 
we  have  managed  to  present  a representative  group  of  South  American  Gold  pieces, 
with  emphasis  on  the  smaller  coins,  rather  than  the  more  familiar  large  Doubloons. 
Remember  that  these  small  pieces  are  much  rarer  than  the  large  ones  and  much  more 
difficult  to  find.  If  you  are  interested  in  this  series,  here  is  your  chance.  It  is  one  we 
cannot  promise  to  repeat  for  some  time.  Finally,  we  will  mention  the  few  choice  Ancient 
Gold  coins  and  the  offerings  of  English  Crowns,  milled  Silver  and  Copper  pieces  in 
choice  condition.

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HERALDRY  AND  THE  COINAGE 


It  has  long  been  an  accepted  fact  that  the  image  of  a reigning  Prince  on  a coin,  and 
the  accompanying  superscription,  is  one  of  the  unchallenged  rights  of  sovereignty. 
Since  numismatic  portraits  were  not  always  recognizable  and  only  very  few  people  in 
pre-Nineteenth  Century  Europe  could  read,  another  element  became  necessary  in  the 
symbolic  decoration  of  coins.  This  element  was  heraldry.  Heraldry  played  a role  in  all 
Europe  but  was  regarded  as  particularly  important  in  the  states  of  the  Empire.  The 
present  study  is  concerned  with  the  heraldic  characteristics  of  European  coins,  with 
emphasis  on  those  struck  in  the  dominions  of  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor. 

At  first,  the  image,  superscription  and  heraldry  of  the  coinage  were  the  prerogatives 
of  the  Emperor  and  King  of  the  Romans  as  the  only  true  paramount  Sovereign.  This 
was  not  only  inevitable  for  legal  reasons.  It  was  also  easy  to  practice  because  all  the 
mints  were  his.  In  the  course  of  time,  existing  mints  were  given  over  to  territorial  lords, 
either  spiritual  or  temporal.  It  was  but  natural  that  eventually  they  proceeded  to  put 
their  own  images,  titles  and  armorial  bearings  on  the  coinage.  Yet  the  right  of  minting 
never  became  an  automatic  consequence  of  territorial  lordship  or  semi-sovereignty.  It 
was  always  conferred  by  implicit  or  explicit  delegation  from  the  Emperor.  Not  only  was 
it  necessary  for  the  Princes  of  the  Empire  to  have  an  Imperial  grant  of  the  right  to 
strike  coins  but  the  Emperor  could  also  confer  that  right  on  lords  who  did  not  have 
any  semi-sovereign  estates  in  the  Empire.  Of  those  who  were  granted  the  right  to 
coin,  some  chose  to  emphasize  the  Imperial  authority,  particularly  the  Free  Cities 
which  used  the  Imperial  Eagle  on  their  coins.  The  usual  practice,  however,  was  to  put 
the  minting  lord’s  portrait  on  the  obverse  and  his  Arms  on  the  reverse.  The  Imperial 
authority  was  implied  by  stating  in  the  inscription  that  the  Prince  or  Count  was  “of 
the  Sacred  Roman  Empire”  -S/acri/  R/omani/  I/mperii/. 

The  style  and  basic  design  of  these  armorial  bearings  naturally  conformed  to  the 
general  trend  of  heraldic  taste  and  fashion  of  the  Period  in  which  the  coins  were  struck. 
At  first,  the  Arms  were  perfectly  simple,  bearing  a marked  similarity  to  those  on  Seals 
and  on  actual  armor  itself.  This  simplicity,  of  course,  answered  the  primitive  purpose 
of  heraldry.  Coats  of  Arms  were  designed  to  be  recognized,  to  be  easily  seen  and  dis- 
tinguished. The  heraldic  designs  on  very  old  coins  are  quite  easy  to  identify.  The 
vigorous,  simple,  patterns  of  many  of  these  older  heraldic  coins  are  representative  of 
the  Gothic  style  at  its  best. 

During  the  Fifteenth  Century  heraldry  became  more  and  more  complicated,  for 
perfectly  obvious  reasons.  From  the  beginning,  armorial  bearings  had  always  been  meant 
to  show  a man’s  personal  and  legal  status  as  well  as  his  rights  as  territorial  lord. 
Through  the  workings  of  intermarriages  and  inheritance,  a man  might  find  himself 
heir  to  several  great  houses,  to  several  lordships  and  many  territorial  possessions.  It 
would  be  a matter  of  practical  importance  to  him  to  display  all  his  rights  by  means  of 
his  Arms. 

As  the  Gothic  style  reached  its  exuberant  conclusion,  to  be  replaced  by  the  scarcely 
less  flamboyant  Renaissance  style,  the  progressive  complication  of  German  heraldry 
automatically  continued.  German  heraldry,  however,  became  more  complicated  than  that 
of  other  countries  because  of  one  custom  that  was  particularly  German -the  insistence 
on  crests  and  mantlings.  In  British  heraldry,  probably  that  best  known  to  American 
readers,  old  armorial  achievements  have  only  one  helmet  and  crest,  or  at  the 
most,  two  or  three.  In  depicting  them,  the  crest  is  very  often  put  above  the  shield, 
while  the  helmet  with  its  mantling  is  altogether  left  out.  This  last  practice  is  almost 
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entirely  unknown  in  German  Heraldry.  Each  quartering  of  the  shield  had  its  own  crest 
and  each  crest  invariably  was  shown  with  its  helmet.  Moreover,  German  artists  of  the 
Sixteenth  Century  were  particularly  fond  of  developing  fantastically  elaborate  mantlings, 
which  surrounded  the  shield  with  a whirling  and  writhing  mass  of  contorted,  jagged 
foliage. 

With  the  end  of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  heraldic  design  on  German  coins  had  become 
extremely  elaborate.  Crests  and  mantlings  seem  to  take  up  an  undue  part  of  the  space 
available.  A collector  might  well  be  excused  if  he  thought  this  elaboration  of  fanciful 
forms  barbaric,  particularly  if  he  compares  these  coins  with  the  classical  clarity  of 
contemporary  Italian  work.  Now  it  is  perfectly  true  that  the  mantling,  which  was  left 
entirely  to  the  fancy  of  the  artist  and  served  to  decorate  the  picture  but  not  to  dis- 
tinguish the  Arms,  does  use  up  space  at  the  expense  of  the  shield.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  style  of  these  German  Renaissance  artists  is  so  lively,  their  draughtsmanship  so 
forceful,  that  usually  their  design  is  not  difficult  to  recognize.  If  you  are  at  all  acquainted 
with  German  heraldry,  a glance  will  be  sufficient  to  identify  the  lordship,  bishopric,  ot 
city  which  has  issued  the  coin. 

Eventually  the  taste  shown  in  these  animated  representations  of  helms,  crests  and 
mantlings  did  wear  itself  out.  It  is  not  too  fanciful  to  suppose  that  one  reason  was  the 
fact  that  tournaments,  at  which  crested  helmets  actually  were  worn,  ceased  during  the 
Sixteenth  Century.  Another  reason  was  the  spread  of  French  influence  during  the 
Seventeenth  Century.  French  heraldry  never  had  anything  like  the  German  and  English 
insistence  on  crests.  On  the  contrary,  French  heraldry  demonstrated  a liking  for  coronets. 
French  ducal  coronets  were  actual  objects,  golden  ornaments  to  be  worn  at  the  King  s 
coronation.  Baronial  coronets  existed,  at  any  rate,  in  the  Middle  Ages  in  the  shape  of 
jewelled  circlets.  German  barons,  in  the  Middle  Ages,  appear  to  have  preferred  caps  of 
estate.  British  peers  eventually  combined  the  circlet  and  cap,  both  to  be  worn  at  cor- 
onations. However  that  may  be,  French  heraldry  in  France’s  Great  Century  , the 
Seventeenth,  very  effectively  displayed  its  ducal  armorial  shields  under  jewelled  straw- 
berry-leaf coronets,  with  ermine  mantles  surrounding  them.  The  more  prominent 
French  nobles  also  displayed  the  collars  and  badges  of  the  King’s  Orders,  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  St.  Michael,  around  their  shields.  These  examples  were  not  without  effect  on 
German  taste,  and  were  soon  imitated  on  coins. 

Some  Noblemen,  indeed,  had  reasons  of  their  own  for  preserving  the  ancient  heraldic 
pattern.  Thus  the  very  old  and  proud  House  of  the  Counts  of  Montfort  displayed  their 
shield  complete  with  helm,  crest  and  armorial  banner  in  the  medieval  fashion,  to  the  end 
of  the  Eighteenth  Century.  But  most  of  the  German  Princes  and  Barons  preferred  to 
put  the  chapeau  or  coronet  of  their  rank  on  the  shield.  From  the  last  part  of  the 
Seventeenth  Century  on,  the  heraldic  use  of  the  ermine  mantle  also  spread.  The  use 
of  the  insignia  of  Orders  of  Knighthood  added  another  striking  detail  to  the  formalized 
rendering  of  Arms.  At  first  it  was  a rare  occurrence  for  a Prince  to  have  the  Collar 
of  an  Order  of  one  of  the  great  Royal  Houses.  The  Fleece  of  Spain,  the  Orders  of  the 
King  of  France,  the  English  Garter  and  the  Danish  Elephant  were  all  eagerly  sought 
but  infrequently  bestowed.  In  the  course  of  the  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  Centuries, 
more  and  more  princely  houses  created  Orders  of  their  own.  1 he  Princes  put  their  own 
Orders  on  their  coins.  Nevertheless,  they  also  used  the  great  Imperial  or  Royal  Orders, 
if  they  had  been  decorated  with  them.  Even  after  the  First  World  War  the  Arms  on 
coins  of  Liechtenstein  showed  the  Collar  of  the  Austrian  Golden  Fleece. 

This  pattern,  the  shield,  coronet,  mantle,  an  Order,  and  finally  supporters,  produced 
a stately,  symmetrical  design  that  fully  expressed  the  Princes’  pride  in  their  position. 
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The  Peace  of  1648  had  given  them  almost  complete  sovereignty.  There  was  every 
incentive  to  make  their  coins  look  exactly  like  those  of  the  French  King  and  not  to 
clutter  them  up  with  medieval  crests.  They  felt  that  it  was  far  better  to  have  the 
shield  itself  turned  into  a majestic  baroque  cartouche,  with  overwhelming  ornamental 
forms  enhancing  its  dignity.  They  were  drawn  to  use  the  space  to  put  more  and  more 
quarterings  into  the  shield  in  order  to  show  a maximum  of  terriorial  claims  and  pre- 
tensions and  a maximum  of  titles  and  dignities,  to  spite,  if  possible,  their  neighbors. 

Typical  of  the  baroque  style  in  the  late  Seventeenth  and  early  Eighteenth  Centuries, 
German  coins  carried  shields  with  a great  many  and,  at  times  an  incredible  number  of 
quarterings.  In  the  end,  they  were  hardly  discernable.  Later  students  have  jeered  at 
these  “swarms  of  flies”  which  are  so  very  different  from  the  clear  and  effective  designs 
of  the  simple,  single  figures  of  Gothic  Heraldry.  Eventurally  a way  was  found  out  of  the 
difficulty.  Even  a Prince  whose  vast  estates  or  claims  entitled  him  to  three  dozen 
quarterings  could  have  coins  of  simple  design  struck.  The  solution  lay  in  making  a 
selection  from  the  many  quarterings.  Here  the  coinage  followed  the  practice  of  the 
official  Seals.  While  in  centralized  France  the  royal  Seals  were  the  same  all  over  the 
realm,  in  the  Empire  and  in  the  Spanish  monarchy  the  Sovereign  had  a distinctive  Seal 
for  each  of  his  dominions.  This  practice  was  followed  in  designing  coins.  Tyrol,  for 
instance,  would  have  coins  showing  the  Arms  of  the  House  of  Austria,  in  an  appropriate 
selection,  with  the  Tyrolese  Eagle  in  a central  position.  These  selective  forms  of  Arms 
are  often  most  interesting  from  the  constitutional  or  historical  point  of  view. 

As  the  baroque  style  developed  into  rococo,  the  majestic  symmetry  of  the  cartouches 
was  abandoned.  The  playful  taste  of  the  middle  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  was  not  in 
sympathy  with  the  grim  and  combative  aspects  of  traditional  heraldic  forms.  It  became 
the  ambition  of  artists  to  produce  designs  that  were  as  unlike  shields  as  possible.  Car- 
touches  of  the  most  fanciful,  distorted  shape  became  the  fashion.  Flowery  garlands  and 
similar  ornaments  helped  to  brighten  and  vary  the  design.  In  the  middle  of  this  decor- 
ation, often  altogether  abstract  and  wild,  the  armorial  design  itself  was  reduced  to  a 
minimum.  The  coronet,  with  other  badges  of  rank,  perched  in  an  undignified  manner 
on  the  edge  of  the  florid  cartouche. 

A reaction  soon  set  in  against  such  lavish  abandon.  By  the  end  of  the  Eighteenth 
Century  a classicism  was  introduced.  Shields  were  again  rendered  in  simple,  conven- 
tional forms,  such  as  the  widely  used  circular  variety.  Mantles  and  coronets  surrounded 
them  in  rigid  balance  formality.  The  whole  was  invariably  executed  in  the  impeccable, 
highly  finished  style  of  engraving  typical  of  the  period.  As  coins,  the  products  of  1770-1800 
are  often  very  fine  specimens,  though  I suppose  most  connoisseurs  will  prefer  the  more 
impressive,  vigorous  designs  of  1650-1700. 

As  this  serene  style  developed  into  the  cold  classicism  of  the  Napoleonic  Era,  a 
political  revolution  overwhelmed  the  Empire.  When  the  Napoleonic  Wars  were  over, 
the  hundreds  of  estates  of  the  Empire  were  turned  into  thirty-six  States  of  Germany. 
In  these  new  political  entities,  the  design  of  armorial  symbols  could  no  longer  be  left 
to  the  taste  of  the  individual  official  managing  a mint.  Constitutional  laws  established 
an  approved  armorial  achievement  for  use  on  all  Seals  and  coins  of  the  State.  For  this 
purpose,  some  Kingdoms  and  Sovereign  Duchies  abandoned  their  old  complicated  Arms 
that  recalled  their  medieval  territorial  divisions.  For  a modern,  unitary  centralized 
State,  a single  symbol  appeared  more  appropriate. 

During  the  Nineteenth  Century,  taste  grew  steadily  worse  in  all  art  forms.  Heraldry 
and  the  coinage  were  no  exceptions.  The  poodles  used  for  lions  on  some  coins  of  about 
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1850  are  the  lowest  imaginable  things  in  ugliness.  Even  the  Gothic  revival  did  not, 
at  first,  improve  matters.  Artists  could  not  find  a way  of  comprehending  and  imitating 
medieval  Gothic  Heraldry.  The  first  coins  of  the  German  Empire,  established  in  1871, 
show  exceedingly  ugly  Eagles.  Eventually,  students  and  artists  did  study  medieval  models 
and  a distinct  revival  of  German  heraldic  art  set  in.  Doepler,  the  official  heraldic  artist 
of  the  Berlin  Court,  developed  a somewhat  florid  style  that,  while  not  to  everybody  s 
liking,  was  some  improvement.  Of  course,  the  artists  could  do  no  more  than  execute  in 
good  taste  the  designs  required  by  law.  It  is  unfortunate  that  these  designs  had  been 
adopted  at  the  beginning  of  the  century,  in  a time  of  heraldic  decay. 

In  due  course,  the  heraldic  revival  was  not  without  effect  in  official  circles.  The 
last  reigning  Duke  of  Hesse,  shortly  before  the  First  World  W ar,  commissioned  that 
great  heraldic  artist,  O.  Hupp,  to  redesign  the  Arms  of  his  State.  This  trend  would 
doubtless  have  produced  even  more  satisfactory  results  in  the  field  of  Numismatics,  had 
not  the  War  and  the  following  revolution  entirely  changed  matters  in  Germany.  With  the 
epoch  beginning  in  1918,  we  conclude  the  present  sketch.

In  order  to  help  the  reader  connect  Prince  Schwarzenberg’s  illuminating  remarks 
on  the  heraldic  aspects  of  the  coinage  with  specific  coins  illustrating  some  of  the 
characteristics  he  mentions,  we  have  taken  a few  representative  types  from  our  offer- 
ings in  this  issue  and  commented  upon  them  below.  You  will  find  all  the  coins  mentioned 

illustrated  on  our  Plates. 


ITALIAN  QUATROCENTO

R27  The  Gothic  simplicity  of  a Coat  of  Arms  that  could  be  easily  recognizable  by 

anyone,  and  at  a distance,  is  clearly  shown  by  the  Reverse  of  this  Testone 

of  Savoy.  The  plain  White  Cross  on  a Red  Shield  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy 

remains  to  this  day  the  distinguishing  Arms  of  one  of  the  oldest  Royal 


Families  in  Europe. 

R14  The  Arms  of  the  Sforza  of  Milan  are  displayed  on  this  piece  in  admirable  balance. 

The  Shield,  Helmet  and  Crest  are  shown  in  their  proper  size  relationships 
undisturbed  by  any  artistic  distortion. 


EARLY  RENAISSANCE 

T40  Gothic  Heraldic  artists  tended  to  keep  the  proper  proportional  relationships  be- 
tween Helmet,  Shield  and  Crest,  as  noted  above.  It  was  difficult,  however,  to 
confine  a design  of  this  kind  within  the  limited  space  presented  by  a relatively 
small  coin  without  overpowering  the  most  important  element,  the  owners 
Arms,  on  the  shield.  Artists  sometimes  solved  this  problem  by  placing  the 
Shield  on  the  Obverse  and  the  Helmet  on  the  Reverse,  or  omitting  the  helmet 
entirely  as  shown  on  this  Taler  of  Salzburg. 

T46a  When  a Prince  insisted  on  having  his  complete  Arms  displayed,  the  proper 
Heraldic  proportions  went  by  the  board.  The  Helmet  and  crest  were  reduced 
in  size.  This  solution  to  the  design  problem  gave  the  artist  a chance  to  show 
his  talents  in  creating  an  attractive  mantling,  as  is  demonstrated  by  this 
Silesian  Taler. 
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LATH  RENAISSANCE

T88  A demand  to  display  all  the  Quarterings  on  the  Shield  led  the  designer  to  com- 
promise by  showing  only  three  helmets  on  this  Taler  of  Saxony. 

BAROQUE 

T97  The  decline  of  Heraldic  Art  is  clearly  illustrated  on  this  Saxon  Taler  where  the 
profusion  of  Quarterings  and  eight  small  Helmets  reduces  the  designs  to 
an  unrecognizable  jumble. 

T57  French  influence  in  German  Heraldry  is  shown  on  a Taler  of  Brunswick.  The 

crested  Helmet  is  replaced  by  the  Ducal  cap  of  rank. 

T45  This  Schwarzenberg  Taler  is  a perfect  example  of  Baroque  Heraldic  Art.  The 

Shields  no  longer  reflect  any  military  function  but  are  displayed  against  an 
ermine  mantle  indicative  of  Sovereignty.  The  Prince  chose  to  use  only 
two  quarterings  on  his  shield  and  surrounded  it  with  the  Collar  of  the  Golden 
Fleece.  That  of  his  wife,  the  Landgravine  of  Sulz,  a soveriegn  in  her  own 
right,  shows  all  her  quarterings  to  document  her  possessions  and  claims 
which  passed  to  the  Schwarzenberg  family,  and  became  part  of  their  Arms. 


ROCOCO 

D2300  This  Taler  of  Hesse  is  an  example  of  degenerate  Rococco  Heraldry.  While  the 
Shield,  surrounded  by  the  Garter,  is  symmetrical  enough,  the  supporters,  more 
poodles  than  Lions,  run  wild. 

T48a  A Scudo  of  the  Grandmaster  of  the  Order  of  Malta  shows  Rococco  Heraldry  at 
its  worst.  The  Arms  are  borne  on  a Shield  twisted  out  of  shape  and  the  Crown 
is  suspended  in  mid  air  with  no  support. 

CLASSICISM 

D2173  The  absurdities  of  the  Rococco  produced  their  own  reaction.  On  a T aler  of 
Brunswick  we  see  a return  to  simpler  and  more  dignified  forms.  Nevertheless 
the  true  Heraldic  feeling  had  been  lost. 

PSEUDO  RENAISSANCE 

D683  In  the  first  half  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  some  attempt  was  made  to  return 
to  the  Renaissance.  On  a Double  Taler  of  Hanover  the  quarterings  are  not 
really  visible.  The  Orders  of  Knighthood,  the  Garter  of  England  and  two 
Hanoverian  distinctions,  now  became  an  important  part  of  Heraldic  design. 

PSEUDO  GOTHIC 

D786  All  art  forms  reached  their  nadir  in  the  mid  Nineteenth  Century.  The  Eagle, 
adopted  as  the  Heraldic  symbol  of  the  new  German  Empire,  resembles  a 
plump,  stuffed  turkey. 

NEO  GOTHIC 

D216  After  1900  there  was  an  attempt  to  find  a new  and  more  artistic  Heraldic  style. 

The  5 Kronen  piece  of  Liechtenstein  demonstrates  a refreshing  return  to 
simplicity.  The  Collar  of  the  Austrian  Fleece  is  also  used  in  the  traditional 
manner  of  an  earlier  age.

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MINT-MASTERS  AND  MINT-MARKS 
The  Netherlands 

The  Mint  in  Utrecht  has  been,  for  nearly  a century,  the  only  place  in  Holland  where 
coins  are  struck  and  since  1815  its  coinage  has  borne  as  a mint-mark  a small  caduceus, 
or  serpent-twined  staff,  surmounted  by  the  winged  cap  of  Mercury.  In  the  period  from 
1805  to  1815,  the  coins  bore,  in  addition  to  this,  the  device  of  the  mint-master,  Marchie 
Servaas,  which,  under  the  French,  from  1805  to  1810,  or  during  the  reign  of  Louis 
Napoleon,  was  the  bee  of  the  Bonapartes;  when  the  Kingdom  of  Holland  was  in- 
corporated into  the  Empire,  the  coins  of  1812  and  1813,  struck  under  the  same  officer, 
bore  a mast  (un  Mat)  ; in  1814,  after  the  expulsion  of  the  French  and  the  recall  of  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  the  Arms  of  the  city,  in  very  minute  form,  were  used.  The  devices 
are  usually  placed  near  and  at  each  side  of  the  base  of  the  armorial  shield,  the  caduceus 
on  the  right,  and  the  mint-master’s  token  on  the  left. 

In  May,  1815,  Holland  and  Belgium  were  united  to  form  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Netherlands,  and  Y.  D.  C.  Suermondt  became  mint-master;  he  continued  to  use  the 
Arms  of  the  city,  with  a clover-leaf  as  a difference,  until  1817,  when  a “new-born 
infant”  was  used;  this  was  dropped  in  1818,  and  a flambeau,  or  blazing  torch,  was  used 
until  the  end  of  his  term  of  service.  From  1838  to  1845,  P.  C.  G.  Poelman  was  the  mint- 
master;  he  used  a fleur-de-lis.  He  was  succeeded  in  the  latter  year  by  H.  A.  van  den 
Wall  Bake,  who,  for  the  remainder  of  that  year  and  during  the  next,  retained  the  same 
device,  slightly  modified.  He  than  adopted  a sword  of  antique  style,  which  he  used  until 
1874;  this  emblem  was  used  for  a part  of  the  latter  year  by  his  successor,  P.  H.  Taddel, 
who  in  1875  took  a battle-axe  for  his  mark.  He,  too,  passed  out  of  office  before  the 
close  of  the  year  1887,  and  H.  L.  A.  van  den  Wall  Bake,  on  assuming  the  position,  made 
only  a slight  modification,  and  retained  it  until  the  new  year,  when  he  adopted  a halberd, 
which  has  since  been  used  as  his  emblem. 

Germany 

On  German  coins  the  mint-masters’  symbols  have  ceased  to  appear,  and  only  the 
letters  denoting  the  place  of  coinage  are  used.  These  letters  run  in  alphabetical  sequence, 
and  are  as  follows:  For  money  struck  in  Berlin,  the  letter  A;  on  coins  of  Hanover,  B; 
Frankfort-on-the-Main,  C;  Munich,  D;  Dresden  (the  mint  being  at  Muldner-Hutte,  near 
the  city),  E;  Stuttgart,  F;  Carlsruhe,  G;  Darmstadt,  H;  and  Hamburg,  J.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  Mints  of  the  principal  cities  of  the  kingdoms  whch  are  now  united  under  the 
German  Empire  were  retained  at  the  reform  of  the  coinage  in  1873.  The  order  in  which 
the  letters  were  assigned  was  governed  by  the  rank  the  kingdom  or  city,  in  which  the 
Mint  was,  held  in  the  constitution  of  the  Empire.  All  the  German  coins  now  bear  the 
Imperial  Eagle,  but  the  constituent  States  of  the  Empire  are  allowed  to  continue  the 
display  of  their  Arms,  or  to  place  upon  them  a portrait  of  their  ruler,  with  an  ap- 
propriate legend. 

The  position  of  the  mint-mark  is  a matter  of  regulation.  On  the  gold,  and  the  larger 
pieces  of  silver  and  copper  struck  since  1877,  which  have  a wreath  of  oak  surrounding 
the  Eagle,  only  one  mint  letter  is  permitted;  this  may  be  placed  under  the  effigy  of  the 
Prince,  under  the  Arms  of  the  Free  Cities,  or  under  the  wreath,  as  the  die-cutter  may 
fancy;  on  the  small  silver,  nickel  and  copper  coins,  it  may  be  repeated,  a letter  being 
placed  one  on  each  side  of  the  eagle’s  tail.  All  other  mint-marks  are  forbidden.

SPECIAL  — “The  Dollars  of  the  Middle  Ages” 

The  average  man  today  is  so  used  to  a national  coinage  that  it  is  difficult  for  him 
to  realize  that  the  practice  of  limiting  the  circulating  medium  of  a nation  to  the  products 
of  its  own  mint  is  a very  recent  one.  To  our  forefathers,  hard  money  was  good  money. 
They  didn’t  very  much  care  under  what  authority  it  had  been  issued.  The  example  that 
comes  easiest  to  mind  is  of  course,  the  “Spanish  Milled  Dollar”,  so  popular  in  Colonial 
America. 

The  most  familiar  gold  coin  in  Medieval  Europe  was  the  Byzantine  Solidus,  frequently 
referred  to  as  the  “bezant”.  It  will  be  remembered  that  for  all  practical  purposes  the 
minting  of  gold  ceased  in  the  West  after  the  beginning  of  the  Fifth  Century.  In  spite 
of  the  barter  economy  that  grew  up  after  the  decline  of  Rome,  there  was  still  some 
need  for  gold  in  all  large  transactions.  The  availability  of  the  Byzantine  gold  coins, 
their  consistent  purity  and  honest  weight  all  served  to  explain  why  they  were  adopted 
as  an  international  gold  currency.  One  historian  has  christened  these  pieces,  “The  Dollars 
of  the  Middle  Ages’’.  Anyone  who  was  lucky  enough  to  have  been  brought  up  on  a 
diet  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  instead  of  T.  V.  and  comic  books,  will  remember  having 
encountered  the  bezant  in  “Ivanhoe”,  a good  Medieval  Romance  well  worth  reading  today.

RENAISSANCE  PORTRAIT  TESTONE 

When  most  of  us  think  of  Renaissance  Art  we  think  of  great  painters  like  Leonardo, 
Michaelangelo  and  Raphael.  We  have  been  conditioned  to  connect  the  word  “Art” 
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with  painting  alone.  This  restricted  view  does  no  service  to  the  reputation  of  one 
of  man’s  greatest  periods  of  cultural  creativity.  The  talents  of  the  Renaissance  artists 
were  not  confined  to  paint  and  canvas  but  were  expressed  in  many  mediums  and 
many  forms.  We  have  only  to  remember  that  Michaelangelo  was  a sculptor  and  an 
architect,  as  well  as  a painter,  and  that  Cellini  was  both  sculptor,  goldsmith  and  die 
cutter,  to  realize  the  narrowness  of  the  conventional  definition  of  Art. 

Just  as  the  Ancient  Greeks  recognized  coins  as  a legitimate  expression  of  the 
highest  Art  forms,  so  did  the  men  of  the  Renaissance.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Medieval  coinage,  with  the  curious  exception  of  the  gold  Augustales  of  Frederick  II  of 
Sicily,  did  not  attempt  to  present  recognizable  portraits  of  Sovereign  Princes.  Under 
the  stimulous  of  the  great  flowering  of  all  Art  forms  at  the  end  of  the  Fifteenth  Century, 
first  in  Italy,  and  later  in  other  parts  of  Europe,  we  find  the  use  of  portraits  on  the 
coinage  for  the  first  time  since  the  days  of  Rome  and  Byzantium.  It  happened  that 
the  period  in  question  coincided  with  an  expanding  world  economy  and  an  increase  in 
the  supply  of  the  precious  metals.  This  was  reflected  Numismatically  in  the  production 
of  a heavier  silver  coin  that  was  called  the  “Testone”.  The  Italian  word  for  “head”  is 
“testa”.  The  coins  were  christened  Testone  throughout  Europe  because  they  carried 
the  portrait  of  the  Ruler  of  the  State  that  issued  them.  This  was  even  true  as  far 
north  as  England  where  the  rare  Shilling  of  Henry  VII  was  known  as  “Teston”  for 
many  years. 

You  will  find  a group  of  Testone  listed  below  for  your  consideration.  Most  of  the 
pieces  are  Italian,  but  not  all  of  them.  Some  were  minted  many  years  after  the  Renaissance 
is  considered  to  have  run  its  course.  All  of  them  reflect  the  desire  of  the  Renaissance 
artist  to  express  his  talent  in  die  cutting  as  well  as  in  paint.  You  may  not  be  able  to 
own  one  of  the  rare  paintings  of  the  quality  of  those  you  can  see  on  a Sunday  afternoon 
in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  in  New  York  or  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston. 
Let  us  suggest  that  you  compensate  yourself  by  purchasing  a Renaissance  Testone. 
Caradosso  of  Milan  cut  a portrait  of  Ludovico  il  Moro,  of  the  Sforza  family,  that 
rivals  in  strength  the  products  of  many  a great  painter.  We  consider  this  series  one  of 
the  most  interesting  in  the  entire  field  of  European  Numismatics.
